1 will affure you in few words, 
thar our Brother Cavalier has not been at Nimes, as 
ou are made to believe ; ‘tis true he has receiv’d 
Fe with Propofals of Peace; but you may fa- 
tisfie your felf, he is not fo weak to venture any thing 
upon the Promifes that have been made tohim. I 
fhew’d him your Letter ; He fell a laughing and told 
mé he wohder’d you could believe he would truft 
himfelf in his Enemies Hands, efpecially after they 
had offer'd 2 Reward of 10000 Crowns to whoever 
fhoutd deliver him up dead or alive. I hall add no
